To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Northampton  Rural  District  Council. 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  myself 
and  Mr.  Miller,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  1962. 

In  thanking  your  Assistant  Public  Health  Inspectors  for 
their  good  work  during  i he  past  year,  I  must  stress  the  fact 
that  they  are  now  overworking  as  a  result  of  the  new  meat 
inspection  regulations.  This,  in  my  view,  will  lead  to  the 
neglect  of  their  normal  public  health  duties,  and  I  think  the 
Ministry  will  have  to  consider  amending  the  regulations  for 
meat  inspection  as  it  is  practically  impossible  to  obtain 
extra  staff  or  further  help  in  the  inspection  of  meat. 

The  old  peoples'  accommodation  has  gone  ahead  rapidly 
so  that  this  district  is  as  good,  if  not  better,  than  many 
other  districts. 

Slum  clearance  and  the  housing  of  those  in  need  is 
satisfactory  and  I  have  few,  if  any,  applications  for  housing. 

All  villages  are  now  sewered  and  have  a  water  supply  so 
that  the  amenities  compare  favourably  with  many  towns. 

It  is  with  regret  that  the  possibility  of  losing  in  the 
region  of  10,000  inhabitants  as  a  result  of  the  new  extension 
of  the  Borough  of  Northampton  is  unlikely  to  provide  any 
improvement  in  the  amenities  which  these  inhabitants  already 
have. 


Again  I  must  thank  the  Public  Healih  Committee  for  their 
interest  in  the  past  year  and  also  for  the  good  work  done  by 
the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department.  I  must  apologise 
for  the  late  appearance  of  this  report,  but  this  is  due  entirely 
to  the  fact  that  the  staff  is  working  overtime  in  meat 
inspection.

Generally  speaking,  the  District  has  a  high  standa±"d  as  regards  the 
purity  of  water  supplies.  The  main  supply  is  now  available  to  all 
Parishes  in  the  District  excepting  Castle  /*shby  and  7/ histon,  where 
the  local  supplies  are  chlorinated. 

Out  of  11  known  public  wells,  only  two  were  in  use  during  1962 
compared  with  three  in  1961. 

During  the  year  one  sample  was  taken  for  chemical  analysis. 
Swimming  Pool 

During  the  season  97  samples  of  water  from  the  one  privately 
owned  puhlic  swimming  pool  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination. 
All  these  samples  were  reported  as  satisfactory,  except  one  early  in 
the  season  (suspicious  plate  count). 

During  the  summer  season  regular  visits  were  made  to  the  swimming 
pool  to  check  on  efficiency  of  the  break-point  chlorination  plant, 
both  by  taking  samples  of  the  water  and  by  comparator  tests  fur 
residual  chlorine.

'-The  Survey  of  food  premises  has  proceeded  steadily.  Apart  from 
relatively  fewer  premises  where  lower  standards  of  cleanliness 
obtained  the  overall  standard  was  good.  During  the  period  four  food 
premises  were  opened  for  business  whilst  three  were  closed. 

Of  the  mobile  food  shops  based  within  the  district  there  are 
10  of  which  5  are  butchers,  4  are  grccers  and  one  is  a  greengrocer.

There  are  f 3  premises  registered  for  the  retail  storage  and 
sale  of  ice-cream  in  the  District.  Routine  sampling  of  the  products 
is  carried  out  for  bacteriological  examination.  No  ice-cream  is  now 
manufactured  in  the  District. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  15  samples  were  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  and  subject  to  the  Methylene  Blue

MEAT  INSPECTION 

During  the  year  the  large  factory  abattoir  was  receiving  animals 
from  Markets  mainly  within  a  radius  of  between  60  and  80  miles.  After 
slaughter  and  storage  in  the  extensive  pre-cooler  rooms,  the  meat  was 
sent  out  to  approxi. mately  150  shops  and  depots  within  the  same  radius, 
a  twice  weekly  delivery  service  being  maintained  in  most  instances. 

In  addition  the  premises  of  the  abattoir  also  act  as  a  transit  depot 
for  large  consignments  of  frozen  and  chilled  imported  meat  brought 
direct  from  the  ports.  This  is  accommodated  in  the  large  deep  freeze 
store  or  in  the  pre-cooler  rooms  as  appropriate  prior  to  despatch  to 
the  shops  as  required. 
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MEAT  INSPECTION  (Continued) 


Under  the  inspection  service  provided  by  the  Council  all 
the  meat  passing  through  these  premises  in  addition  to  that  at 
the  five  smaller  slaughterhouses  is  lOQJo  examined.  One  of  the 
two  Additional  Public  Health  Inspectors  was  engaged  full  time  on  meat 
inspection  duties  in  addition  to  carrying  out  work  under  the 
Slaughter  uf  Animals  Act,  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  the  Slaughterhouse 
Hygiene  Regulations,  theft'evention  of  Cruelty  Regulations  and  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations.
